Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1966.  As 
usual  this  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health* 

A  satisfactory  state  of  health  prevails  in  the 
District  and  the  statistics  compare  favourably  with 
those  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  population  has  increased  by  1 00  since  the  previous 
year*  There  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate 
from  16 *80  to  17*52  and  a  further  decrease  in  the  Death 
Rate  from  10*65  to  10.38* 

I  am  pleased  to  record  an  extremely  low  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  (6.6 2)  which  compares  most  favourably  with 
England  and  Wales  ( 1 9 • 0 ) •  The  Illegitimate  Birth  Rate 
has  risen  from  4-9%  in  1965  to  5*6%  in  1966  (in  actual 
numbers  from  l4  to  17)» 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Cardio- vascular  lesions  or  diseases  far  outstrip  alX 
other  single  causes  of  death  in  frequency,  the  ratio  of 
males  to  females  being  3  *  2*  The  next  most  common  cause 
of  death  is  cancer.  Twice  as  many  men  died  from  this 
disease  as  women  and  the  lung  and  stomach  cancer  deaths 
were  all  men.  Accidents  supplanted  pneumonia  as  the 
third  most  common  cause  of  death.  The  motor  vehicle 
accident  deaths  seem  all  the  more  tragic  because  they  are 
so  untimely.  One  must  not  loose  sigfct  of  the  fact, 
however,  that  almost  four  times  as  many  people  die  from 
lung  cancer  as  are  killed  on  the  roads.  Whatever  the 
actual  cause  of  lung  cancer,  the  association  v/ith 
cigarette  smoking  is  incontrovertible. 

There  were  103  cases  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  during  1966,  a  decrease  of  175  when  compared 
to  the  previous  year  and  accounted  for  mainly  by  measles. 
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The  latter  part  of  my  report  deals  with  enviromental 
hygiene  mainly,  and  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Milburn  your 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  contribution. 

I  have  enjoyed  Mr.  Milburn* s  full  co-operation  and 
I  express  my  thanks  both  to  him  and  the  other  members  of 
the  staff  for  their  willing  and  efficient  assistance.  May 
I  also  express  my  gratitude  to  the  staff  of  the  other 
departments  and  to  the  Council  Members  for  their  help  and 
encouragement  during  the  year.

There  is  a  public  piped  supply  of  water  to  every  Parish, 
and  the  only  village  not  served  is  Buckminster  which  has  its 
own  supply  and  service  mains  to  every  house.  At  present  the 
Kesteven  Water  Board  have  almost  completed  a  scheme  for  the 
erection  of  a  Water  Tower  and  a  supply  of  water  in  bulk  to  the 
existing  estate  works. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  works  will  proceed  within  the 
next  twelve  months. 
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Existing  Water  Supplies  --  Contfd. 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  now  supplied  with  water 
from  the  River  Dove.  Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services 
being  laid  to  consumers  premises. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendency  to  Plumbo  Solvency 
in  the  piped  supplies. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplied  in  any  part  of 
the  district  is  less  than  0.2  p.p.m. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  were  no  shortages,  and 
the  use  of  hosepipes  v/as  not  banned.

This  is  disappointingly  low  especially  now  that  the  Council 
have  raised  the  maximum  grant  payable  to  £30.  for  conversion,  with 
the  addition  of  £50.  towards  the  cost  of  installing  a  septic  tank 
to  properties  that  cannot  be  drained  to  a  sewer.

Refuse  is  collected  from  all  households  at  intervals 
of  seven  working  days. 

Night soil  is  collected  weekly  from  48  villages  and 
3  part  villages,  In  the  remaining  14  villages  and  3  part

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
and  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced.  The  levelling  is 
carried  out  by  means  of  a  blade  etc . ,  attached  to  a  tractor. 
Part-Time  attendants  are  also  employed  at  the  tips.  The 
system  has  been  found  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms  where  it  is  ploughed 
into  the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present  no  difficulty  in 
disposal,  and  in  view  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land  it  is  not 

anticipated  that  this  will  create  a  problem  for  the  next  year 

or  two. 

The  present  system  of  conversion  is  by  voluntary  methods 
and  has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  47  pail  closets  and 
privies  to  water  closets  during  the  year. 

The  Council  isdeontinuing  to  onpty' house  cesspools  on 
request  from  the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge  of  10/-  per 
dwelling.  Cesspools  at  trade  premises  are  emptied  at  a  charge 
of  i o/—  per  hour.  There  is  however,  no  collection  of  the 
contents  of  privy  middens  within  the  area.
